Cost About The
Same As 1944

Mrs. Housewife, who is get-
ting down to details about this
time on the planning of her
biggest dinner of the year—the
Christmas repast-—won’t have to
stretch her budget any more
than she did last year when she
Leonard M. Kearns, OPA dis-
trict food price chief.

Cost of the dinner, most items
of which are under OPA celling
prices, will be about the same
as it was last year, Kearns
said. A survey of 17 commodi-
ties frequently found on the
Christmas dinner table showed
that six are selling at lower
prices now than last year, four
are up and seven are the same.
